Finally the question was called 
for, the chairman returned to his seat, and 
Mr. Wilson was nominated by acclamation. 


Chairman Outten then stated that he had 


by request called upon Miss Gregory to ask 
her if she would accept the nomination for 
county superintendent of schools. She at 
first would not consider the suggestion, 
prefering the peace and quiet of her school 
work to the responsibilities of a political 
campaign and the cares of a public office. 
She, however, was interested in tbe cause 
of prohibition, and finally agreed that if, as 
Mr. Outteu thought, her candidacy would 
help tbe cause, then she would accept the 
nomination. She added, though, that if she 
thought for a minute that she should be 
elected to the office, she most certainly 
would not bave the nomination. 


Mr. Outten therefore named Miss Gregory 


for the office ot superintendent, with a 
statement of her qualifications for tbe 
position. D. L. Bunn followed with re 
murks to the effect that the prohibition 
party claimed to be more advanced than any 
other party, no lady had ever been nomi- 
nated for a Macon county office, so far at 
he knew, and It was time that the prohi- 
bitionists took a step in advance by naming 
a lady, than whom none were more worthy 
than Miss Gregory. 


Her nomination was then made by ac- 


clamation. 


The resignation of A. F. Smith as chair- 


man of the county central committee, was- 
presented, th»t gentleman stating by letter 
that he would not be here during the cam- 
paign. J. M. Dawson was chosen as Mr. 
Smith's successor. 


After some discussion aa to who was sec- 


retary, or whether there was any secretary 
or not, W. E. Ma'nn was made secretary ot 
the ctunty committee. 


The question of finances was brought up, 


and the township chairmen were reminded 
that they were to furnish a campaign fund 
equal to 50 cents for each vote for Flak. 


W. B. Mann made a solemn speech in fa- 


vor of a "tent campaign," whereby a tent 
should be engaged, a speaker hired, and 
meetings held in every hamlet and every 
township in the county. Other counties 
are already doing that The prohibition 
papers in the various counties are being cir- 
culated, they are being thrown, like prohi- 
bition bombs, among all classes, and are 
accomplishing a great deal for the cause. 
He thought Macon should do as well. 


John Van Gundy made tbe only temper- 


anco speech of the day. The question of a 
tent campaign called him out

it might be a good thing, If the rural dis- 
tricts were not neglected. 


After remarks by different ones the chair- 


man and secretary of the county committee 
were instructed to see what it would cost 
co get a tent and employ a man to go wltb 
it through the county and hold campmeet- 
inga all over it.
